Bryan Urges Everyone in County Get Vaccine 


Ev ery one in the Warren area 
is u rged to v isit one of the clin­ 
ics set u p throu ghou t the cou nty 
Su nday for a b ooster polio v ac­ 
cine “shot,” Dr. Ross E. Bry an, 
chairman of the project sponsor­ 
ed b y the Warren Cou nty Medi­ 
cal Society , said this morning. 
“Whether y ou hav e receiv ed 
the Sab in oral polio prev iou sly 
at the clinics set u p two y ears 
ago or not,” Dr. Bry an said, 
“please try to v isit a clmic this 


Su nday . Bring with y ou the cou ­ 
pon in today ’s Times-Mirror.” 
Dr. Bry an said he wanted to 
clarify the term “b ooster” since 
there seems to b e a little con­ 
fu sion as to why a b ooster is 
recommended. 
There are two w'ay s to dev elop 
immu nity in the b ody to any di­ 
sease, he pointed ou t. One is to 
actu ally hav e the disease. The 
other is to tak e a v accine 
against the disease.

I Bry an said, “the lev el of these 
antib odies d”ops and, therefore, 
the lev el of immu nity gradu ally 
goes down, 
“A b ooster is simply the same 
as the v accine,” he stated, “ex ­ 
cept that it is giv en after the 
b ody has already learned how 
to produ ce a specific antib ody 
and to raise the lev el of immu n- 
iily already estab lished.” 


Dr. Bi^an u rges on b ehalf of 
the medical society that ev ery ­ 
one receiv e a b ooster “shot” to 
b e on the safe side. 
The Sab in v accine is v ery new, 
he pointed ou t, and the doctors 
hav e not y et had time to deter­ 
mine how often a b ooster shou ld 
b e giv en. They are u rging the 
b ooster now, he said, two y ears 
after the v accine was adminis­ 
tered in 1962, b ecau se they want 


to mak e ev ery effort to k eep 
Warren Cou nty polio free. 
This time, Dr. Bry an pointed 
ou t, it will b e necessary to v isit 
a clinic only once if the v accine 
was receiv ed in 1962. 
All three ty pes—Ty pe 1, Ty pe 
2 and Ty pe 3—hav e b een com­ 
b ined into one, a new dev elop­ 
ment in the Sab in oral polio v ac­ 
cine.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 
U.S. officials say they b eliev e it 
may b erome possib le to negoti­ 
ate an end to the war in Sou th 
Viet Nam, b u t only after Red 
China and North Viet Nam are 
conv inced they are b ack ing a 
losing aggression. 
Whether the anti-Commu nist 
fighting will hav e to b e ex pand­ 
ed b ey ond the b orders of Sou th 
Viet Nam b efore that resu lt is 
achiev ed is one of the qu estions 
left open following the consu lta­ 
tions here this week of Amb as­ 
sador Max well D. Tay lor with 
President Johnson and other 
U.S. policy mak ers. 
Tay lor, who left Washington 
Thu rsday night to retu rn to 
Saigon, said he is su re the Sou th 
Vietnamese stru ggle “will end 
v ictoriou sly from ou r point of 
v iew.” 
Bu t he declined to specu late 
on w'hen it wou ld end and he 
said this is not the time to talk 
ab ou t negotiations.

World New Congo in Three Months

Moise 
Tshombe is not going to make 
his deadline for showing the 
world a new Congo in three 
months. 
The flamboy ant, fast-taDdng 
secessionist leader from Katan­ 
ga took office as premier in 
Leopoldv ille Ju ly 10 with the 
brash promise to reform Afri­ 
ca’s problem child. 
With 
one 
month 
to 
go, 
TMiombe and the world are still 
faced with the same old Congo 
— su llen, rebelliou s and danger­ 
ou s. 
Tshombe has added one new 
and refreshhig ingredient to the 
Congolese 
stew, 
a 
political 
leader who is constantly on the 
mov e and who acts. His stated 
objectiv es for the Congo — 
national reconciliation, prosper­ 
ity and peace — are bey ond 
reproach. 
The Congolese central gov ern­ 
ment has not seen a leader with 
his energy and dash since the 
:)mhappy day s of the late Pre- 
;lirter Patrice Lu mu mba. 
Bu t Tshombe is being defeat- 
:« d by the same enemies that 
"lav e fru strated the Congo’s 
leaders from the beginning of 
independence fou r y ears ago — 
tribal hatreds, political imma­ 
tu rity , corru ption and apathy . 
With or withou t the assistance 
of the Organization of African 
^Vnity , these are formidable 
Cfoes. Most of Africa’s leaders 
are fighting the same enemies 
at home with v ary ing su ccess. 
Tshombe, now deciicated to a 
u nified Congo, is at present 
facing 
rebellions 
in 
Kwilu , 
North Katanga, Kiv u and Orien­ 
tal prov inces. Stanley v ille, one 
.of the cou ntry ’s most important 
cities, is in rebel hands. 
Red Chinese diplomats and 
agents openly are su pporting 
tije rebels with money and 
adv ice on gu errilla tactics. They 
hav e been operating throu gh 


rebel headqu arters established 
in Brazzav ille and Bu ju mbu ra 
with the complacent assent of 
the 
Congo’s 
neighbors, 
the 
Congo Repu blic and Bu ru ndi. 


African 
nationalist 
leaders 
hav e criticized the United States 
for su pporting Tshombe’s cen­ 
tral gov ernment after opposing 
him when he was try ing to take 
Katanga ou t of the Congo. A 
small nu mber of U.S. transport 
planes and tru cks hav e been 
placed at the disposal of the 
Congolese national army . 


Washington say s there has 
been no rev ersal of U.S. policy 
in the Congo. From the first day 
of independence, Washington 
has worked and spent its money 
for a u nited Congo, strong and 


prosperou s enou gh to fill a 
strategic area in the heart of 
Africa. 
What is going on in the Congo­ 
lese prov inces is not war in the 
accepted sense. It is a kind of 
intertribal may hem which has 
been practiced in the Congo for 
centu ries. 
It has a particu larly menac­ 
ing significance now becau se it 
is being deliberately prov oked 
by political dissidents su pported 
by Chinese Commu nists. 
The real losers are the patient 
and backward people of the 
Congo. They hav e been waiting 
fou r y ears for the bloodshed to 
cease 
and

independent 
Congo to produ ce the prosperity 
and peace promised by their 
leaders.

He then ex plained how and 
why circu ses began to trav el by 
rail and traced the history of 
the smaller circu ses u p to the 
formation of the Bamu m and 
Bailey Circu s which was known 
as “The Greatest Show on 
Earth.” 
AFTER THE death of Bailey , 
with Bamu m hav ing died sev ­ 
eral y ears prior to that time, 
Ringling Brothers bou ght ou t the 
Bamu m and Bailey show. The 
Ringling Brothers, Bamu m and 
BaUey show then became the 
largest in the world, needing 90 
to 108 railroad cars to transport 
its equ ipment. The 600 by 250 
foot tent cou ld hold 12,000 people 
and boasted three rings and fou r 
stages. 
By 1939 Ringling Brothers re­ 
mained the only railroad circu s 
in ex istence, and in 1956 it an­ 
nou nced that it was discontin­ 
u ing trav el by road and wou ld 
henceforth play only in au ditor­ 
iu ms. 
PORTER also showed slides of 
the Ringling Brothers Circu s and 
participated in a qu estion and 
answer period.

Mo re th an 50,000 
cases “activ ely h andled” last y ear were rev iewed. 
Th ree o ut o f fo ur o f th ese cnmes were co mmitted by crim­ 
inals with mo re th an o ne prev io us a r r ^ o n th eir reco rds. 
In fact, th e av erage was 4.5 arrests. 
Mo re th an h alf o f th ese repeaters h ad receiv ed “leniency ” 
(th e study ’s term fo r pro batio n, suspended sentence, paro le 
o r co nditio nal release). A th ird o f th ese h ad receiv ed it mo re 
th an o nce. 
Still furth er: 
—Th e av erage man o r wo man arrested fo r murder o r 
serio us assault h ad a criminal reco rd go ing back 13 y ears 
with an av erage o f eigh t arrests. 
—Th e av erage man o r wo man arrested fo r ro bbery also 
h ad an av erage criminal career o f 13 y ears, with nine arrests. 
—Of th o se arrested fo r serio us crimes, mo st were granted 
leniency at o ne time o r ano th er, th en h ad an av erage o f fiv e 
to six arrests after leniency was granted. 
Th e figures citcy j are th e results o nly o f preliminary 
studies. Perh aps th e final analy sis will giv e ev en mo re ev i­ 
dence th at o ur present meth o ds o f “refo rming” criminals need 
serio us re-ex aminatio n.

Fo r h is 
speech writers fo rgo t, first, wh at Eisen­ 
h o wer h ad said abo ut th e draft; seco nd, 
wh at Go ldwater h imself h ad said. 
Wh en Adlai Stev enso n, in th e 1956 cam­ 
paign, pro po sed ending th e draft, h ere is 
h o w th e New Yo rk Times, Sept. 18, re­ 
po rted Go ldwater’s reactio n: 
“ 
I were Adlal Stev enso n, I’d take 
th at platfo rm and tear it up,’ th e Senato r 
declared. He no ted th at Mr. Stev enso n 
h ad called fo r an adequate defense, but 
wo uld end th e draft. Yet, h e added, 70 per 
cent o f recruits In th e h ands o f th e Stra­ 
tegic Air Co mmand dro p o ut at th e end 
o f th eir first term.” 
Two day s later, Sept. 20, Eisenh o wer 
came o ut stro ngly suppo rting th e draft: 
“We canno t pro v e wise and stro ng by 
h inting th at o ur military draft migh t so o n 
be suspended, ev en th o ugh ev ery family 
naturally h o pes fo r th e day wh en it migh t 
be po ssible. Th is, I state catego ricaUy , 
canno t be do ne under wo rld co nditio ns to ­ 
day . 
“We canno t. In sh o rt, face th e fntnre 
simply by walking into th e past back­ 
wards, We canno t salute th e future with 
bo ld wo rds, wh ile we surrender it with 
feeble deeds.” 
Eisenh o wer repeated th is, time after 
time, during th e co urse o f h is adminis­ 
tratio n. On Oct. 6, 1956, h e stated: “Fo r 
an armed fo rce in ex cess o f 1,500,000 men, 
ex perience sh o ws th at selectiv e serv ice is 
indispensable.” 
Th is is wh y so me o f Go ldwater’s h and­ 
lers are stUl wo rried abo ut th eir candi­ 
date’s making speech es with o ut ch ecking 
bo th o n wh at h e h as said In th e past and 
o n th e mo re impo rtant po licies o f th e 
Eisenh o wer administratio n.

INFECTIONS of the u rinary passageway seldom de- 
v wop spontaneou sly ; they u su ally follow a respiratory dis­ 
order su ch as a common cold or a strep throat. In others, 
bacteria spread from a nearby sou rce su ch as the rectu m 
w prostate gland. Obstru ction of the u rinary passageway 
by a strictu re or a kidney stone mu st be considered. 
When the bladder becomes infected, the ensu ing inflam­ 
mation leads to bu rning and frequ ency along with a v agu e 
^ s e of discomfort in the lower abdomen. If py elonephritis 
IS present there is du ll aching ov er the inv olv ed kidney , to­ 
gether with chills and fev er. Now and then abdominal pain 
IS present. 
Urinary tract infections may last a few day s and then 
su bside or persist in mild bu t stu bborn form. The majority 
respo^nd to penicillin or one of the su lfonamides; both may 
be administered simu ltaneou sly . The u rine is tested at fre- 
qu ent interv als to determine whether the condition is re­ 
sponding to medications. 
V' hen prompt treatment is not necessary , tests are 
made to determine the cau sativ e organism and its sensi- 
fmty to different antibacterial agents. In this way the 
right medicine can be pitted against the cu lprit. 
If infection persists or recu rs despite a medication that 
lalx iratory tests indicate shou ld be effectiv e, fu rther inv es- 
tigation of the u rinary tract is needed, especially in children. 
Obstru ction by a kidney stone is one possibility . 
Visible blood in the u rine shou ld be considered a warn­ 
ing signal ev en thou gh it disappears su ddenly . In this re­ 
spect the blood shou ld nev er be “treated.” It may mean

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Eichmann; How He Met Death

There is an American song entitled “You ’re Nobody 
Till Somebody Lov es You .” The same can be said for a 
mov ie actor bom and working in any cou ntry in the world. 
Until Holly wood tou ches y ou and say s, “y ou 'v e made it,” 
the fu ll dream of su ccess has not come tru e. Holly wood seta 
the standards for motion pictu res throu ghou t the world, and 
I am frank in admitting that .something was missing for me 
u ntil I felt that Holly wood tou ch. 
1 ha d ma de 21 films in my na tiv e Egy pt a nd two in 
Fra nce. I ha d my o wn pro ductio n co mpa ny a nd by a ny 
sta nda rd in my co untry , I wa s a successful y o ung a cto r. Yet, 
just o ne Ho liv wo o d pro ductio n, “ La wrence o f Ara bia ,” did 
mo re fo r my ca reer tha n a ny thing else. Its success a nd 
critica l a ccla im ma de me interna tio na lly kno wn a nd when 
I wa s no mina ted fo r a n Aca demy Awa rd—the drea m o f 
ev ery single a cto r in the wo rld-I so o n lea rned jnst ho w 
specia l wa s the Ho lly wo o d to uch. 
After my nomination, I receiv ed offers from almost 
ev ery Holljwood company . To say I was flattered was an 
u nderstatement. I was stu nned. And I soon fou nd ou t that 
being known and recognized in Holly wood means a similar 
recognition in major cities throu ghou t the world. Frankly , 
I wasn’t prepared for su ch reaction and ev en today I con­ 
fess that I'm more than a little ov erwhelmed. 


Rega rdless o f wha t y o u rea d a bo ut Ho lly wo o d’s Influ­ 
ence wa ning, I do n’t believ e it’s true. Mo v ies were bo m 
there a nd ra ised to a n a rt tha t no o ther co untry ca n ho pe 
to imita te. Other na tio ns a nd no n-America n film ma kers 
ma y be relucta nt to a ckno wledge the debt they o we to Ho lly ­ 
wo o d, but nev ertheless, tha t debt ex ists. 


Today , as they hav e alway s been, American films are 
the most popu larly enjoy ed throu ghou t the world. It fol­ 
lows that performers in U. S. films are the hierarchy 
among actors any where. The pu blic knows what it likes 
and its lov e of American mov ies is one of the more stable 
lov e matches on record. 


To be a ccepted by Ho lly wo o d do esn’t mea n a n a cto r 
ma st wo rk there, a ltho ugh tha t is a plea sure I’m lo o king 
fo rwa rd to . “ La wrence o f Ara bia ” wa s filmed o n leca tio a 
In Jo rda n. I recently co mpleted a co -sta rring ro le in “ Be­ 
ho ld a Pa le Ho rse,” o ppo site Grego ry Peck a nd Antho ny 
Qnlnn, ma de in so uthern Fra nce. I’m cirrentlv finishing n 
co -sta rring ro le o ppo site Ingrid Bergma n, Rex Ha rriso n a nd 
Shirley Ma cLa inc in “ The Yello w Ro lls Ro y ce,” o n lo ca tio n 
in Engla nd a nd Ita ly . Ho lly wo o d ma kes mo v ies a ll o v er the 
l^be, bnt no ma tter wha t the ba ckgro und scenerv , the 
Ho lly wo o d to nch is unmista ka ble. 


To me, the Holly wood tou ch means working with the 
most professional and ex pert grou p of film makers in the 
world. From produ cer to crew members, y ou re working 
with the best and y ou mu st be at y ou r best. 
Writers a nd directo rs a ll o v er the wo rld wa nt to wo rk 
M America n pro ductio ns. They ma ke mo re mo ncv a nd 
they kno w the mo v ie will be seen by ma ny , ma ny peo ple. 
Regardless of how indiv idu alistic a mov iemaker feels 
be is, Holly wood remains his chief sou rce of inspiration. 


HAIFA, Israel — Tall a nd 
slender and silent, the cy presses 
gu ard the road cu rv ing down ou t 
of Jeru salem ov er the salad 
bowl v alley s and down onto the 
coastal plain at Ramla, and this 
was the last pastoral scene to 
pass the ey es of Adolf Eich­ 
mann. After he was conv icted, 
they drov e him to the ochre-col­ 
ored prison at Ramla, and he 
saw nothing bu t a small naked 
electrical bu lb in a cell. 
The bulb wa s the o nly wa rm 
thing left to him. He wa s giv en 
Ifth Century no v els to rea d, a nd 
pencil a nd pa per with which to 
write. He wro te the lo ng dis­ 
serta tio ns to himself a bo ut him­ 
self, but he ha d no desire to see 
his wife o r fa mily . It wa s a s 
tho ngh, when he wa s kidna pped 
in Argentina , tha t he ga v e up 
liv ing a t o nce a nd co ntinued to 
brea the o nly beca use he didn’t 
kno w ho w to sto p. 
Thou sands of letters and post­ 
cards came to him. Eichmann, 
the Nazi transportation officer 
who signed the bills of lading 
which sent millions of Jews to 
death camps, seemed only mild­ 
ly interested in reading those 
which had been screened by the 
Israeli au thorities. Many mere­ 
ly said: “D e a r Eichmann: 
Drop dead.” 
One sa id: “ If y o u a re interest­ 
ed in sa v ing sta mps, the two o n 
this env eio pe a re ra re.” Under­ 
nea th wa s a qua rter o f a ra zo r 
bla de. I sa t a t lunch ta lking to 
Pro secuto r G i d e o n Ha nsner 


nbo nt the mecha nica l mo nster, 
a nd we drifted o nto the subject 
o f Ma rtin Bo rma nn, number two 
Na zi. 
“Do y ou think he is dead?” I 
said. The bald hawk who pecked 
Eichmann to death ov er a span 
o f 14 weeks, thou ght abou t it. 
He stu died the ceiling of the 
King Dav id Hotel as thou gh he 
had nev er seen it before. “No.” 
he said, after a long time. “No. 
It’s only my opinion, bu t no.” 
He sa id tha t his sta ff ha d re­ 
sea rched ev ery rela tiv e, ev ery 
friend a nd ev ery a cqua inta nce in 
Eichma nn's life a nd nev er fo und 
a ny o ne with the first na me 
“ Ma rtin.” Still, a mo ng a ba tch 
o f po stca rds fro m So uth Amer­ 
ica there wa s o ne which sa id 
simply : “ Eichma n: Mut, mut. 
Ma rtin.” (Co ura ge, Co ura ge). 
“We compared it with known 
specimens of Bermann’s hand­ 
writing,” Dr. Hau sner said, “and 
the resu lt was inconclu siv e. In 
s om e instances, the letters 
matched ex actly . In others, they 
did not. especially in the signa­ 
tu re ‘Martin.’ Still, I think he 
is aliv e.” 
Eichma nn wa s a mo del pris­ 
o ner. Once, six slices o f brea d 
were pla ced beside his dinner 
pla te a nd he a te a ll six . The 
wa rden ca me In a nd sa id: “ If 
y o u wo uld like so me mo re . . .” 
Eichma nn blinked behind his 
gla sses. “ Mo re? 
I wa nt less. 
Usua lly , y o u put two slices 
with dinner.” The w a r d e n 
scra tched his hea d. “ Then why 


did y o u ea t a ll six ? ” he sa id. 
“Becau se someone pu t them 
there,” the prisoner said. His 
complaints were rare. Once he 
asked that the prison cook stop 
pu tting onions in his food be­ 
cau se they had a tendency to get 
cau ght in his dentu re. It had 
not occu rred to Eichmann to 
pu sh the onions aside. 
On a no ther o cca sio n, the pro s­ 
ecuto r wa nted to sho w so me 
a tro city films to the co urt. Un­ 
der the ev idencia ry la ws o f Is­ 
ra el, the pro secutio n must a c­ 
qua int the defense with its a t­ 
ta ck befo re using the wea po n. 
The priso ner a nd his a mia ble 
a tto rney . Dr. Serv a tlus, were 
a sked to rema in in co urt o ne 
ev ening to see the films prio r to 
their being sho wn In o pen co urt. 
If Eichmann had any objec­ 
tion to any part of the film, he 
cou ld protest at the secret show­ 
ing. Each day , ju st before he 
appeared in the cou rt, he alway s 
patted his thin hair flat, and 
flicked imaginary dandru ff from 
his jacket. Qn this particu lar 
ev ening, he showed u p in slacks 
and a shirt withou t a tie. 
The co urt wa s empty ex cept 
fo r the judges, the pro secuto r, 
the defense, a nd a co uple o f re­ 
po rters. The film went o n. Ado lf 
Eichma nn wa tched it with ma sk­ 
ed interest, a nd sa w the weep­ 
ing Jews sho v ed into ga s cha m­ 
bers, sho v eled into o v ens, a nd 
sho t in o pen pits. Midwa y in the 
sho wing, he bega n tb scribble 
o n a pa d fra ntica lly . 


Hau sner saw it and ordered 
the film stopped. If the S. S. 
Colonel had an objection, it mu st 
be at this point, and Hau sner 
wanted to be able to go back 
ov er it. Eichmann finished his 
note, and handed it to a military 
gu ard, who gav e it to Serv atiu s. 
All it said was: “The prosecu tor 
had no right to bring me here 
in slacks and an open shirt when 
he knew that reporters wou ld be 
present.” 


On the night he wa s to be 
ha nged in Ra mla priso n, Eich­ 
ma nn wa s giv en a ha lf bo ttle o f 
wine. “ It will ma ke y o u feel so - 
so ,” sa id the wa rden, tilting his 
ha nd ba ck a nd fo rth. The co n­ 
demned ma n no dded. He did 
no t sa y “ tha nk y o u.” Just a no d. 
He dra nk it a ll. 


Then, shortly after midnight, 
he was led into the big room 
and u p the steps to the scaf­ 
fold. 
He 
looked arou nd, im­ 
plored God’s grace on Germany , 
and a gu ard tied his ankles to­ 
gether. Eichmann tu rned petu ­ 
lantly to the ex ecu tioner. 


“ This is mo st unco mfo rta ble,” 
he sa id, “ ha v ing to sta nd with 
tha t co rd o n my legs. Ho w do 
y o u ex pect me to sta nd pro per­ 
ly ? ” The gua rds remo v ed the 
ro pe. He sto o d stra ight a nd the 
tra p wa s sprung. 


The cy presses, tall and slen­ 
der and silent, still gu ard the 
road to Jeru salem. They are 
only trees, bu t they are aliv e . .

'The Warren Cou nty Commis­ 
sioners last Thu rsday pav ed 
the way for a Driv er Improv e­ 
ment School to be established 
here October 1 u nder the su per­ 
v ision of the cou nty su perintend­ 
ent of schools. 
Co mmissio ner Ha rry H. Bra in- 
erd o f the Burea u o f Tra ffic 
Sa fety ha.s sa id: “ I lo o k fo r­ 
wa rd to the time when there 
will be eno ugh Driv er Impro v e­ 
ment Scho o ls in Pennsy lv a nia 
so tha t ev ery erring mo to rist 
ca n lea rn ho w to driv e mo re re­ 
spo nsibly , 
ma king the 
high­ 
wa y s sa fer fo r himself a nd 
ev ery o ther citizen o f the Co m­ 
mo nwea lth.” 
Last y ear 1,830 persons were 
killed on Pennsy lv ania high­ 
way s. The nu mber of inju red 
demanding hospital care cost 
tens-of-thou sands of dollars. The 
property damage in the U. S. 
du e to au tomobile accidents ex ­ 
ceeds twenty million dollars an­ 
nu ally . Each y ear these statis­ 
tics continu e to grow and be­ 
come more and more alarming, 
both in the state and on a na­ 
tional scale. 
Pennsy lv a nia Is determmed to 
rev erse this trend o n Its o wn 


highwa y s. Tra ffic sa fety ex perts 
lo ng ha v e kno wn tha t mo st a c­ 
cidents ca n be tra ced to huma n 
erro r — to so me mista ke due to 
ca relessness o r igno ra nce o r to 
so me phy sica l o r psy cho lo gica l 
deficiency o f the mo to rist. 
It is also known that an attack 
u pon these negativ e factors will 
redu ce traffic accidents and 
sav e liv es and property . 
Bu t 
how can ignorance, carelessness, 
or phy sical or psy chological de­ 
ficiency be attacked? One way 
is 
the 
Driv er 
Improv ement 
School. 
These scho o ls a re set up fo r 
tra ffic v io la to rs who fa ce li­ 
cense suspensio ns. But th e 
scho o ls ma y a lso be a ttended by 
a ny o ne who wa nts to impro v e 
his driv ing techniques. The pur­ 
po se o f a Driv er Impro v ement 
Scho o l is to help a mo to rist re­ 
lea rn his driv ing skills so tha t 
a ccident-ca using fa ults will be 
reduced o r elimina ted. 
The su bjects tau ght inclu de 
driv er attitu de, au tomobile in­ 
su rance, the cau ses and prev en­ 
tion of highway accidents, the 
motor v ehicle code, emergency 
procedu res and traffic enforce­ 
ment problems. The aim of su ch 
stu dies is to prov ide information 
and to reshape driv er attitu des— 


the change attitu des from nega­ 
tiv e to positiv e factors in the 
life-and-death equ ations of the 
highway s. 
Surv ey s in the few sta tes 
w h e r e Driv er Impro v ement 
Scho o ls a re in o pera tio n sho w 
tha t they a chiev e the intended 
results. 
They 
a ctua lly 
help 
ma ke better—a nd therefo re sa fer 
mo to rists. In Pennsy lv a nia , 
co unty a nd sta te tra ffic sa fety 
specia lists ha v e jo ined fo rces to 
ba ck a bill a utho rizing a Driv er 
Impro v ement Scho o l pro gra m. 
Act 245, passed by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly on Au gu st 1,1963, 
au thorizes a city or c*ou nty to 
set u p a driv er improv ement 
school. 
In a cou nty the school 
may be established 
by the 
cou nty commissioners su bject to 
approv al by the ju dges of the 
Cou rt of Common Pleas. 
Once the scho o l is esta blished, 
the Sta te Burea u o f Tra ffic 
Sa fety will pro v ide the superin­ 
tendent o f scho o ls with a list o f 
mo to rists residing in the co unty ' 
who fa ce a po ssible suspensio n 
o f their license fo r a summa ry 
o ffense o f the Mo to r Vehicle 
Co de. (Mo to rists fa ced with a n 
o ut-a nd-o ut rev o ca tio n o f their 
license will no t be included o n 
the list.) 


A v iolator faced with a su s­ 
pension will be notified that if he 
attends the Driv er Improv ement 
School, the su spension will be 
postponed u ntil he completes the 
cou rse. Su ccessfu l completion of 
the cou rse will be taken into ac­ 
cou nt in determining whether to 
waiv e the su spension altogether. 


Pa st ex perience ha s sho wn 
tha t a n efHcient co urse ca n be 
o pera ted in fo ur weekly sessio ns 
o f a bo ut two ho urs ea ch. A Sta te 
'Tra ffic Sa fety representa tiv e ca n 
o ffer guida nce in o bta ining the 
needed litera ture, films, testing 
equipment o r wha tev er else is 
needed. The co st to the co unty 
Is v ery lo w—o nly a few do lla rs 
fo r ea ch erring mo to rist who 
co mpletes the co urse. The lo ng 
ra nge results in terms o f spa red 
liv es a nd reduced pro perty da m­ 
a ge will be immea sura ble. 


In Warren borou gh alone from 
Janu ary 1 throu gh the end of 
Au gu st, there hav e been 212 traf­ 
fic accidents, 47 persons inju red 
and $78,496.62 in property dam­ 
age. 
In the same period of 
time there hav e been 8 traffic 
deaths occu r in the cou nty ai. 
thou gh none had, as of last Fri­ 
day , occu iTed within the bor­ 
ou gh.

Geisinger Medical Center Grows

pita l to a v a st medica l co m­ 
plex tha t is so metimes likened 
to a Ma y o Clinic o f the Ea st. 
Here’s a to pica l repo rt o n the 
institutio n written fo r the As­ 
so cia ted Press by Ja ck Feeley , 
genera l ma na ger o f the Da n­ 
v ille News.]

DANVILLE, Pa. (AP)—When 
the Geisinger Medical Center 
dedicates its new radiation Cen­ 
ter Sept. 26, It wiU mark an­ 
other milestone for an institu ­ 
tion that has been growing con­ 
stantly since opening its doors 
almost 50 y ears ago. 
Geisinger, located atop a hiU 
ov erlooking this commu nity of 
7,000, is more than a hospital. 
It is a v ast medical complex 
of concrete, of gifted men and 
women and elaborate equ ipment 
—some of it looking as thou gh 
borrowed from a fantasy mov ie 
—all geared to the treatment 
and care of the ill. 
The center, then known as the 
George F. Geisinger Memorial 
Hospital, began in 1915 as a 
small town institu Uon. It was 


the dream come tru e of the late 
Mrs. Abigail A. Geisinger, who 
saw it as a fitting and lasting 
tribu te to her hu sband. 
Constru cted at a cost of $230,- 
000 and opened prematu rely be­ 
cau se of a ty phoid epidemic, 
Geisinger had 18 priv ate rooms, 
45 ward beds, two doctors, sev ­ 
en nu rses, and a lone technician. 
Today , it has a fu ll time staff 
of 56 phy sicians, 45 residents 
and interns, and schools of nu rs­ 
ing, medical technology . X-ray 
technology , and anesthesiology . 
Abou t 1,000 persons in the su r­ 
rou nding region are employ ed at 
the medical center, making it a 
particu larly v alu able contribu tor 
not only to the local economy 
bu t to the economy of many 
towns in the depressed coal re­ 
gions. 
Geisinger, in its early y ears, 
dev oted itself to the sick of Mon­ 
tou r Cou nty and Riv erside, a 
commu nity ju st ov er the Su squ e­ 
hanna Riv er in Northu mberland 
Cou nty . 
Today , it serv es mainly the 12- 
cou nty section of Central Penn­ 
sy lv ania making u p Montou r, 
Northu mberland, Centre, Clin­ 
ton, Colu mbia, Ju niata, Lu zerne, 
Ly coming, Mifflin, Schu y lkill, 
Sny der, and Union Cou nties. 


It also attracts patients from 
u p and down the east coast and 
from as far west as Hawaii. 
Gov ernors, legislators and great 
men of indu stry and finance 
come here for check-u ps and for 
treatment. 
Some indication of the growth 
of the Geisinger Medical Center, 
a growth which su rely wou ld 
hav e astou nded Mrs. Geisinger, 
may be seen in statistics. 
In 1920, a total of 2,706 per­ 
sons were admitted to Geising­ 
er or treated as ou t-patients. 
Last y ear, 144,808 receiv ed 
care of one ty pe or another in 
the v ariou s departments. 
Geisinger last y ear had 13,145 
new registrations, its staff per­ 
formed 12,105 operations, 325,477 
laboratory ex aminaUons, 45,838 
radiological ex aminations and 
treatments, 8,277 electrocardio­ 
graphs, and 6,301 phy sical ther­ 
apy treatments. 
Statistics, howev er, tell no­ 
thing of the joy of the Danv ille 
mother whose child has ju st had 
a fau lty heart corrected by a 
phy sician and a team of able as­ 
sistants. 
They tell nothing of the post 
operativ e reaction of the family 
of the high school teacher ru sh­ 
ed here from the western part oi 


Pennsy lv ania for delicate brain 
su rgery . The teacher, complete­ 
ly cu red, goes back to work 
nex t month. 
Geisinger, in many qu arters, 
has become known as the May o 
Clinic of the east. 
If this be so, and there seems 
little reason to dou bt that Geis- 
inger’s prestige is heading in the 
general area of the famed Ro­ 
chester, Minn., clinic, the re­ 
sponsibility in the main, mu ch 
rest with two men. 
Theiie are Dr. Harold L. Foss, 
chief-of-staff emeritu s, and Dr. 
Leonard F. Bu ch, present chief- 
of-staff. 
Dr. Foss, who helped Mrs. 
Geisinger plan and constru ct 
the hospital and then directed it 
u ntil retiring sev eral y ears ago, 
early in his career serv ed as 
first assistant to one of the May o 
brothers. 
Dr. Bu sh came to Geisinger 
30 y ears ago as a su rgeon. Af­ 
ter serv ice in World War II, he 
retu rned as Dr. Foss’ assistant. 
He took ov er in 1958, a critical 
point in the growth of the insti­ 
tu tion. 
Dr. Bu sh sees the objectiv es 
of a medical center su ch as 
Geisinger as two-fold.

Johnson has become a one-sentence-to-a-paragraph man 
with one Idea to a sentence. After each sentence he looks 
arou nd till the au dience digests it. 
Take his Labor Day speech in Detroit:

“This is a great day in an historic place. 
“ Here, a nd to da y , we begin to mo v e to wa rd new y ea rs 
o f a chiev ement fo r America . 
“Six teen y ears ago an American president came her* 
and promised that America wou ld ‘enter a new period of 


“You gav e him su pport and he gav e y ou that hope.” 
Goldwater goes for short sentences, too, bu t often 
bu nches them in one paragraph. 
He tri^ to giv e them a ro ll, a gra ndeur, with hlch- 
so nnding a bstra ct wo rds like pea ce, freedo m. 
Here are some from his campaign opener Sept 3- 
“We mean something far different from the opposition 
party . We mean: 
“Peac-e throu gh preparedness. 
“Peace throu gh freedom. 
‘‘Pu rpose throu gh constitu tional order. 
These are the themes we shall make resou nd across 


lis te ^ ^ wo Id 
anx iou s, trou bled and 


Kehnedy relied o n fa irly sho rt sentences, 
bnt no t 
a s 
terse a s Jo hnso n’s, a nd usua lly pa cka ged them in a pa ra - 
gra ph. 
Here’s Kennedy making a Labor Day speech in De­ 
troit in the 1960 campaign: 
“I am taking my case to the American people in the 
nex t two months becau se I believ e that the American rm- 
pie shou ld decide which direction this cou ntry is going to go 
The issu e is before y ou and I am confident that in Nov em- 
^ r y ou will make a choice for progress, not for standing 


Kennedy s instinct for clarity and brev ity was so good 
he made u p that part of his speech after his prepared speech 
had been released to the press. 
The prepared one wasn’t that simple, that qu ick: 
» k / ? 
*ny ca se to the America n peo ple beca nse 
tm Is where It bclo ngs-beca use tha t Is where there wfl! 
be no threa t o f v eto o r pa rlia menta ry o bstrnctio n-a nd be­ 
ca use tha t is where we ca n a lwa y s pla ce o ur co nfidence.” 
Becau se Nix on lacked Kennedy ’s sense of composition, 
he d i^ t get across as « asily as Kennedy , and may be that’* 
one of the things that hu rt him. 
His sentences were often too stretched, as one of his 
first I960 speeches shows: 
“ I ca ll upo n a ll the peo ple here, whether y o n a re Re­ 
publica ns o r Demo cra ts o r independents, to hea r wha t I 
ha v e to sa y , to hea r me o n the Issues, a nd then to ma ke y o ur 
decisio n—no t o n the ba sis o f the pa rty la bel, ev en tho ngh 
y o u ha ppen to be a member o f my pa rty —but o n the ba sis 
o f whether y o u think wha t 1 sta nd fo r is best fo r America .’' 
The trou ble with Johnson’s bang-bang-bang 
is that h« 
may make people hard of hearing. 
And Goldwater may pu t them to sleep if he keeps play ­ 
ing that peace-liberty -freedom record ov er and ov er, a s ho 
say s he will.

India Again Facing Starvation

BAGHOLA, India (AP) — 
Chater Sing thought for a mo­ 
ment. Then, in a voice heavy 
with worry, he delivered his 
opinion. 
“It’s the worst in my memo­ 
ry,” he said. “We have half 
^omachs. Two meals now are 
one.” 
Thus the 70-year-oId villager, 
knowing nothing of politics or 
economics described the food 
crisis sweeping India. 
• Even here in the Punjab, the 
relatively well-off agricultural 
section 
of 
northwest 
India, 
people seldom are more than 
half full after meals. Things are 
much worse in other areas. 
For Chater Sing and millions 
of other Indians are trapped by 
ft deadly combination of bad 
< v«ather, government fumbling, 
profiteering by greedy grain 
dealers and the nation’s basic 
Sion that outstrips farm produc­ 
tion.

But the eight members of 
Chater Sing’s family subsist for 
days at a stretch on boiled 
barley broth. American wheat 
has gone to harder hit areas and 
there have been no vegetables, 
milk or butter, the mainstays of 
their diet, for a long time. 
“My grandchildren don’t ha\^ 
enough to eat,” he says sadly. 
In India this is an admission 
that hurts deeply and many j 
families in Baghola are on strict | 
self-imposed rationing to pro­ 
vide food for youngsters. 
Children get first preference, 
pregnant women are next, work­ 
ing men foUow.. Grandparents 
get what’s left. 
As a result, apathy, a resigna­ 
tion to fate, has seized many in 
Baghola. 


“It’s all decided by God,” 
Chater Sing says. As for the 
government: “Things are bound 
to be better for they are making 
an honest attempt.” 
Neither Sing nor his neighbors 
W’ould eat any of their many 
cows and buffalos that range 
across the countryside, strip­ 
ping it of everything green. 
Animal life is sacred to ortho­ 
dox Hindus like Chater Sing and 
this reverence for life means 
that birds, monkeys, rats and 
cattle annually munch unmo­ 
lested through an estimated 10 
million tons of food grain. 
A reporter pointed out to 
f ^ e r s in Prithila \iliage that 
pigeons and sparrows were 
eating rapidly through a bin of 
drying grain. Why not shoo 
them away? 
“Where else will they go?” 
asked Chuml Lai. “They are our 
neighbors.” 
Stymied by such thinking and 
farmers who hold to traditional 
ways, the government has little

TEL AVIV, Israel-—The next 
move—war or peace in the Mid­ 
dle East—is up to one man, Ab­ 
del Gamel Nasser of Egypt. The 
man with the big, friendly teeth 
is pledged, not merely to defeat 
Israel, but to complete Stage 
Two of Adolf Hitler’s plan to ex­ 
terminate the Jews. Yesterday, 
Shimon Peres, Vice Secretary of 
Defense for Israel, said: “He 
teUs the Arab world he will 
drive us into the sea. We have 
not yet learned to swim.” 
FOUR MONTHS ago, at a con- 
ferenre of Arab leaders, Nasser 
permitted a television camera to 
record his words. For a few 
minutes, the gray hair and in­ 
telligent face of Nasser floated 
over the desert sands of Sinai, 
where it was picked up by Israel 
monitors and recorded. “Why?” 
he was saying in a tone of re­ 
proof. “I would like to know 
why? You who sit here know 
that we secretly pledged to join 
forces and wipe Jewish-Occupied 
Palestine off the earth in 1961. 
The plans were completed. The 
forces were ready. Now I must 
stand before my brothers and 
demand to know why nothing 
was done. The answer is be­ 
cause. . .” 
The picture snapped off. Radio 
Cairo realized suddenly that this 
speech could be heard beyond 
its borders. Shimon Peres, who 
is really head of Israeli defense 
under the prime minister, is a 
Pole with a high forehead and 
a low sense of humor. “Did Nas­ 
ser have to stop on the word 
‘because’?” he said. “We would 
like to know the rest of the sen­ 
tence because we are 2,430,000 
people facing an Arab coalition 
of 40,500,000.” 
IS THERE a new plan for 
war? No one in the Middle East 
doubts it. Nasser’s desire to 
dominate a coalition of Arab 
states is based on a holy Mos­ 
lem crusade against Israel. 
Egyptian propaganda has sown 
the seedlings of hatred so well 
that anti-war governments in 
Iraq, Syria, Jordan, and Saudi 
Arabia topple before the sickles 
of the reapers. 
There are other factors. Doz­ 
ens of them. The Arab world is 
primitive, oriented to the East, 
and life is almost as cheap as 
death. Israel is progressive, in- 
diistrious, oriented to the United 
States, and is at present a Euro­ 
pean state standing in the sands 
of Asia. The Arabs cannot for­ 
give Israel for winning its war 
of independence with 
small 
weapons and high courage. 
EGYPT, the strongest of the 
Arab states with 27,000,000 peo­ 
ple, cannot forgive the more re­ 
cent defeat in the Sinai desert 
when Israeli parachutists drop­ 
ped behind their lines and cap­ 
tured 4,500 Egyptians with a loss 
of four Jews. Nor is Israel de­ 
precating the current Egyptian 
campaign in Yemen, where Nas­ 
ser has managed to keep an 
army of 30,000 men and tanks 
fighting for two years 
Here in Tel Aviv there is a 
compound of buildings guarded 
by soldiers and wire fences. One 
of the old structures, once used 
by German Knights Templar, is 
Israel’s General Headquarters. 
The high command staff meets 
at least once a week to assess 
Arab intentions. Israel is not in­ 
terested in waiting for the Uni­ 
ted Arab Republic to strike the 
first blow; it will attack when 
the Moslems begin to mass 
troops on its borders. 
'THE MEN who make the 
plans are: Shimon Peres, Vice 
Secretary of Def«ise; Major 
General Itshak Rabin, chief of 
staff; Brigadier General Meir 
Amit, chief of intelligence; Brig­ 
adier General Azer Weizmann, 
chief of air force; Brigadier 
General Johai Ben-Nun, chief of 
na\7. It is strange to put a gen­ 
eral in charge of a navy, rather 
than an admiral, but as Peres 
says: “Our navy is smaU. We 
have a few destroyers and tor­ 
pedo boats, but this war will not 
be decided on the water any 
way 
Neither will it be decided on 
land. Israel pins its hopes, first, 
on the power of the United Na­ 
tions to stop a war of aggres­ 
sion; second on the United 
States Sixth Fleet in the Medi 
terranean; third wi its own air 
force, an assortment ot swift 
French Mirages, which can be 
converted 
from 
fighters 
to 
bombers overnight. The Arate 
have Russian MIG-20’s, a faster 
plane, but with, the Israelis feel 
slower pilots. 
BOTH SIDES lie about their 
missiles. The Arabs boast they 
have rockets that will destroy 
Israel in a few hours. Israel In­ 
telligence is confident that the 
potential enemy has neither 
these weapons nor the sites to 
mount them. The Israel govern­ 
ment, on the other hand, pre­ 
tends that it has no missiles of 
consequence, but expects some 
American ground-to-air Hawks 
'soon.” 
The truth li» somewhere in 


the middle ground. Egypt has 
some SA-2 Russian missiles, two 
models of which are good for 
400 miles and 180 miles, respec­ 
tively. How^ever, they have no 
nuclear warheads and are unre­ 
liable in flight. The air of confi­ 
dence in Israeli Defense GHQ, 
and the models of ground-to-air 
and ground-to-ground missiles 
on the shelves, suggest that the 
Peres group is overly secretive 
about its weaponry. 
ISRAEL IS difficult to defend. 
It is shaped like an underwater 
spear gun about 260 miles long, 
and is bounded on all sides by 
unfriendly 
elements: Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan, Syria, 
Lebanon, and the Mediterranean 
Sea. Behind the spear, where 
the barrel of the gun begins. 
King Hussein and his Jordan 
Legionnaires enjoy a special ad­ 
vantage because their territory 
indents so deeply into Israel 
that, near Natanya, for exam­ 
ple, they stand only eight miles 
from the sea. 
For years there was a strong 
political group within Israel 
which wanted to drive Jordan 
back to the east side of the Dead 
Sea. This is now officiaUy de­ 
nounced by the government. We 
talked about this for a consider­ 
able time. “Our poUcy,” said 
Minister Peres, “is (1).

WASHINGTON (AP)-Alask a 
Is drawing a new wave of inter­ 
est in the never-ending search 
for oil. The Arctic, or north 
slope, area is attracting particu­ 
lar attention. 
The files of the U. S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey indicate the interest 
in the north slope area. Two 
new contracts for oil and gas ex­ 
ploration on public lands in that 
area, over which the agency has 
jurisdiction, were signed last 
month. 
The new activity , together 
with continuing operations else- 
w’here in the 49th stale, means 
that Alask a is on the move in 
building an oil and gas indus­ 
try , say s Rep. Ralph J. Rivers, 


I D-Alask a. In his words, “im­ 
pressive strides” have 
b e e n 
made—with accompany ing bene­ 
fits to the new state’s economy . 
Alask a last y ear produced 
crude oil w-orth $32,870,000 and 
natural gas valued at $1,620,000, 
according to a report of the In­ 
dependent Petroleum Associa­ 
tions sof America. It was the 
state’s biggest oil and gas y ear 
y et. 
The report said Alask a had 55 
producing oil wells at the end of 
the y ear and nine additional 
wells producing gas and conden­ 
sate. It said 25 test wells were 
drilled in 1963, of which 12 
turned out dry holes. 
In addition to the federal 


lands, Alask a also has some 
state lands available for oil and 
gas leases, including some sub­ 
merged lands in Cook Inlet. 
Rivers said two “significant” oil 
strik es were made in the inlet 
recently . 
Exploratory work is continu­ 
ing also in the Umiat Field area. 
Congress passed a bill this y ear 
authorizing the sale of some oil 
from the naval reserve in this 
area to private interests en­ 
gaged in exploration in the area 
outside of the reservation. 
Without the naval oil, the pri­ 
vate operators were put to high 
costs for the oil they needed for 
running their machinery and for 
heating purposes. This oil had to 
be brought in by airplane or by 
a long overland haul. 
One of the new contracts for 
exploration in the arctic area 
went to the Richfield Oil Corp. 
It covers approximately 590,812 
acres in what is k nown as the 
Toolik area near the Arctic 
Ocean, approximately 350 miles 
north of Fairbank s.

Which, o f co urse, is no crime in the class, say , 
o f sho o ting a po ICeeman, o r ev en misapprc^riat- 
ing church funds. 
But there is no shielding a hard, unv -amished 
truth, namely , that the Do dgers hav e emerged as 
the y ear’s premier flo p. 
It is unreaso nable to ask any team to win the 
champio nship ev eiy seaso n, especially in the Na­ 
tio nal League in which no club has taken pennants 
ev en back-to -back since Milwaukee did it in 1957 
and ’58 . 
But what the Do dgers hav e do ne is mo re than 
merely blo w a pennant. They hav e defaced them­ 
selv es with what is pro bably their wx jrst perfo rm­ 
ance since mo v ’ing to Lo s Angeles. 
Yo u can, in fact, go a lo ng way back to Bro o k- 
IjTi befo re putting y o ur finger o n a Do dger team 
that pla>ed so miserably .

CHICAGO (AP) — Sen. Barry 
Go ldwater said to day that the 
Supreme Co urt, by no t using 
judicial restraint, threatens o ur 
present sy stem o f go v ernment. 
In a speech prepared fo r 
deliv ery to the American Po liti­ 
cal Science Assn., the Republi­ 
can presidential candidate said: 
“I weigh my wo rds carefully 
when I say that — o f all three 
branches 
o f 
go v ernment 
— 
to day ’s Supreme Co urt is the 
least faithful to the co nstitutio n­ 
al traditio n o f a limited go v ern­ 
ment, and to the principle o f 
legitimacy in the ex ercise o f 
po wer.” 
Twice 
Thursday 
Go ldwater 
criticized the co u rt’s decisio n o n 
reappo rtio nment o f state leg­ 
islatu res. To day he was again 
critical o f that decisio n, as well 
o f its v erdict in the scho o l pray ­ 
er case. 
He cited these to illustrate his 
co ntentio n the co urt is mo v ing 
into areas he do esn’t think it 
sho uld be in. 
“I do no t do ubt fo r o ne minute 
that law must keep up with the 
changing 
limes,” 
Go ldwater 
said. “But the jo b o f keeping the 
law up to date sho uld be in the 
hands o f the legislatures, the 
Co ngress, and the co mmo n law 
co urts, no t just in the hands o f 
the nine appo inted justices o f 
the Supreme Co urt.” 
Go ldw'ater said to day ’s co urt 
o perates differently fro m tho se 
in the past. 
“Until recent y ears,” he said, 
“the Supreme Co urt itself has 
ex ercised judicial restraint with 
respect to acts o f Co ngress with 
which it disagreed but which 
were 
fo unded 
o n 
legitimate 
ex ercise o f legislativ e po wer. 
“But no t the Supreme Co urt 
o f to day !” 
This is the last day o f Go ld- 
water’s first week o f o fficial 
campaigning. He has a speech 
at Ro ckfo rd, 
111., late to day , and 
then it’s back to Washingto n fo r 


the weekend befo re taking his 
driv e fo r the presidency into the 
So uth nex t week. 
Go ldwater began his speech to 
the po litical scientists by hitting 
o n a familiar theme — the 
gro wl h o f presidential po wer, 
which he say s can upset the 
sy stem o f checks and balances 
between the ex ecutiv e, legisla­ 
tiv e and judiciary branches o f 
go v ernment. Repeatedly he has 
accused President Ly ndo n B. 
Jo hnso n o f being “po wer mad.” 
“To 
a 
co nstitutio nalist,” 
Go ldwater said, “it is at least as 
impo rtant that the use o f po wer 
be legitimate than that it be 
beneficial.” 
And with this he switched his 
attack to the co urt and its pray ­ 
er ènd reappo rtio nment v er­ 
dicts. 
“The decisio ns are defended, 
implicitly o r ex plicitly , o n the 
gro unds that the resu lts are 
desirable: that it really isn’t 
go o d fo r children to say pray ers 
in scho o l, and that it really is 
desirable to hav e state legisla­ 
tures, in their entirety , appo r­ 
tio ned o n a o ne man, o ne v o te 
basis,” Go ldwater said. 
“The 
questio n, 
under * o ur 
sy stem o f go v ernment, is no t 
simply what decisio n is right 
but also who has the right to 
decide.” 
And Go ldw'aler declared: “If 
we ex alt a ‘stro ng ex ecutiv e’ o r 
a ‘stro ng judiciary ’ — o r, in­ 
deed, a ‘stro ng legislatu re’ — at 
the ex pense o f the checks and 
balances o f federalism, and the 
principle o f legitimacy in go v ­ 
ernment, we trav el away fro m 
greatness as a natio n. 
“We will mo v e to ward the 
manipulativ e state, where the 
fo rms o f federalism remain, bu t 
are ineffectiv e — where go v ern­ 
mental po wer is co ncentrated in 
a few o fficials who are o nly 
no minally respo nsible to the 
public will, and where freedo m 
is no thing but t campaign 
slo gan.”
